No. I 

If there is any one proposition 
upon which all are agreed, it is that 
to make the principal county roads 
of Montgomery into a system of hard- 
surfaced, all-the-year-round modern 
highways would be in the interest of 
all the people of the county. It may 
be further taken for granted that 
this complete system of county high- 
ways can he constructed only by and 
through legal method and procednre. 
It is appropriate to say at the begin- 
ning of this campaign, which has for 
its object the construction of modern 
highways throughout the county and 
embracing the county's principal 
lines of travel, that the only source 
from which can come the power and 
nuthoritv to birild such a system is 
THAT OF THE PEOPLE. 

Such a system of modem highways 
is not to be obtained from officials, 
from newspapers, nor from those who 
confine their activities to colorless 
utterances weighted in the main with 
warnings against imaginary and im- 
PQ— ibis complications. 

The people of Montgomery eonntv 
are their own masters in this situa- 
tion. Neither officials nor newspa- 
pers, nor any other interest or inllu- 
ence, can vote a tax upon the people 
for good roads. That office rests en- 
tirely with the people themselves. 

All that can be done in that direc- 
tion is the formulating of a program, 
he submission of that program to 



construction in the pnmar. -vstcm-. 
among which nre Mt. Sterling, Bards- 
town, and Ashland, which are on 
Project No. 47, and West Liberty, 
which with Mt. Sterling is on Proj- 
ect 32. The new law further provides 
that "The State Highway Commis- 
sion shall begin the construction of 
the system of state highway* from 
these cities nnd towns as nearly si- 
multaneously as possible." 

The law further provides, in effect, 
that when a county provides funds 
for the construction of any part of a 
primary road before the state may 
construct the snme, the State High- 
way Commission mny construct the 
same with the snid funds, nnd that 
the state shall refund to thecounty 
the full amount of money thus ad- 
vanced when the project of which 
such road is a part shall have been 
sample ted. 

The constitutional limitations fix 
the maximum bond issue of Mont- 
gomery at approximately $300,000. 

On the basis of $25,000 a mile the 
Midland Trail section will ert^t $395,- 
000, of which $lfi2.. r )00 will he con- 
tributed from federal aid. 

On the same basis the Montgom- 
ery county section of the Par's and 
West Liberty project would cost ap- 
proximately .*"»25,000.

Commits Suicide 

III Health Given as Cause for Rash 
Act— Was a Prosperous and 
Influential Farmer 

Oscar Moss, one of this county's 
mo t popular and prosperous farm- 
ers, committed suicide at his home 
near Camargo at an early hour this 
morning by placing the barrel of a 
shotgun in his mouth and pulling the 
trigger. No enuse is known for the 
rash act other than that he had been 
in poor health for some time. He 
arose early this morning as usual, 
and while dressed only in his night 
clothes started out to the living room 
to light a fire. He had been gone only 
a few minutes when the report of a 
gun was heard ami upon investigation 
his dead body was found, lying in the 
yard a short distance from the house.

Both of tha domiimnt ptiMmi par- 
ties in the I'nited States are going to 
be a.sked to put rhomxelves on record 
at their national convention on the 
mihjeet of n nntinnnl policy and plan 
for further highway development. 

Those who ore interested in the 
development of the r«nd ns a public 
utility iis.-ert that Hi"' nerd fur na- 
tional highway* ha> grown until to- 
day the question has become one of 
Mich grout importance that a solu- 
tion must be found a* soon as pos- 
sible, to meet traffic needs. 

The Federal Highway Council, with 
' i.-irtre national membership, is now 
at work seeking to place before the 
public tha necessity for national high- 
ways in such a Mght that the people 
will realize the great benefit that will 
be derived by the government con- 
structing and maintaining a national 
system. The Council also seeks to 
a!id states in providing means and 



ways for building their state 
and necessary connections with the 

national system, at the same time aid 

county officials in laying out and con- 
structing county systems to tie up 
with state systems and the Important 
towns and railroad stations of the 
country. It is thus hoped to provide 
a general system for the entire coun- 
try of national, state and county 
highways, forming a completed plan 
that will nlTord adequate transporta- 
tion for all the people. 

It has been and is the policy of the 
Federal Highway Council to advo- 
cate a national system of highways 
to be built and maintained at tin- ex- 
pense of the federal government, 
under the supervision of a Feder>l 
Ili^hvav Commission., iwd to extend 
and continue federal aid nfter 1921, 
thereby encouraging and assisting the 
states to connect up their state sys- 
tems with the national system, mak- 
ing both more effective, and to issue 
such literature as may be helpful to

Tha Federal Highway Council be 
lievea that it is the duty of the gov- 
ernment to take over about 60,000 
miles of the main highways to con- 
struct and rebuild, where necesRnry, 
us a national system,, the states to 
take over 240,000 miles as a main 
state system, and the counties to 
lake over ahout 300,000 miles of mar- 
ket county roads, making a system of 
about 000,000 miles, of which be- 
tween 200,000 and 260,000 miles 
hnve been improved, and leaving be- 
tween 300,000 and 350,000 miles to 
be improved. 

The highway problem, during the 
last century, has grown so extensive- 
ly that the communities under whose 
supervision it came could not satisfy 
its neods, and it was necessary for 
each county to try and supply the 
wants that tho community failed to 
supply. As the country developed 
and traffic increased, the county 
could not cover the broad need, and 
therefore state aid was extended to 
the county by the state. But this 
'in turn, did not satisfy traffic de- 
mands. It was not a great while be- 
fore the state realised that a more 
powerful unit should step in and take 
over a certain number of miles of 
road, and build a state system so 
state highways departments were 
formed. 

The need was met as far ns the 
state conditions were concerned, but 
due to the greatincrease of traffic 
lirought about the advent of the 
motor vehicle, the government real- 
ized that to properly take care and 
develop interstate traffic on the high- 
ways, it would be necessary for the 
government to co-operate with the 
states by appropriating money to as- 
sist them in their road building pro- 
gram. Congress passed an act ap- 
propriating a large sum to assist the 
states in building their main roads, 
and to properly establish an efficient 
State Highway Department. 

Federal aid has been a great stim- 
ulant to the road building program 
of the country, and whereas up to the 
present time there has been only a 
limited amount of road building com- 
pleted, yet a great good has been 
brought about by requiring the estab- 
lishment of a Stilts Highway De- 
I >,i rt merit in each state, and by en- 
couraging the counties to enter on ft 
larger road program. The Federal 
Highway Council is of the opinion 
that federal aid should be continued 
and extended until all the State High- 
way departments have been well or- 
ganized and on a firm financial and 
efficient basis, yet it realizes that re- 
gardless of how efficient the State 
Highway Department may be, there 
still exists a want that it will be im- 
possible for them to satisfy even with 
the assistance of federal aid, and 
that want is a national system of 
highways. A system to be constructed 
and maintained by the government 
under It l n>er . ision ul I MdMU 
High v. ay ('..in-: tMftj who.-e sole 
duly it will be to devote their en- 
aml time to this work, and ad- 



create a Federnl Highway Commis- 
sion to take charge of their construc- 
tion and maintenance, and to adroin- 

; ster federal aid. It also believes 
that federal aid shonld b* extended 
to the states, helping the State High- 
way departments to build up their 
state systems, thereby making the 
national system more effective and 
doinjT the greatest good. Federal aid 
should by all means be continued 
until at least this result is accom- 
plished. 

Traffic conditions on the highways 
that havo been constructed are be- 
coming congested and in a few more 
years will be very much more so. 
The cost to the people of the country, 
due to the congestion of traffic and 
the bad condition of many of our 
important highways, will be enor- 
mous, and the development of the 
country will be greatly retarded, the 
cost of living increased, and alto- 
gether, an exceedingly heavy burden 
will be placed on all the people. 

It is therefore the opinion of the 
federal Highway Council that every 
effort should be made to speedily 
enact national highway legislation, 
providing for the construction and 
maintenance by the federal govern- 
ment of a national system of high- 
ways, creating a federal highwuy 
commission, and in 1921 make an 
additional appropriation for the con- 
tinuation of federal aid. 

The foregoing points are to be

The country is entering a 
of road-building. Projects which 
were planned during the war are be- 
in* put into effect. The federal gov- 
ernment has made large appropria- 
tions, to be -pent conjrtintly with ap- 
propriations by the various states. 
Good roads have become a watch- 
word of post-war progress. 

There is occasion for reflection in 
the fact that the greatest of ancient 
empires was conspicuous for its road- 
building. The Roman roads were the 
railways and telegraph of an age that 
did not know steam and electricity. 
They were the pathways of the im- 
perial couriers and the emperinl le- 
gions. These roads were the girders 
that held the empire together. It is 
customary, today, to admire the Ko- 
HtUsi for their) practical sagacity, 
nowhero better exemplified than in 
their road building. 

In a manner, "history repeats it- 
self," in our newly bestirred zeal for 
constructing good highways. What 
to the Romans was a national neces- 
sity, has become for us an urgent 
need ; and this by virtue of a modern 
invention — the motor age. I look for 
much advancement to grow out of the 
"motor age," and I am certain that 
this advancement will be contingent 
upon the attention we give to the im- 
provement of our roads. 

Those of us who have made obser- 
vations for two decades have seen 
wondrous changes resulting directly 
from the use of the pleasure auto- 
mobile. Once the city was the city, 
and the country was the country. To- 
dny they merge into one another. The 
dity man knows the country as never 
before — is glad to have access to it, 
and to live in it when possible. The 
country man knows the city and fre- 
ipients it often. Small villages of yes- 
terday have become the rural metrop- 
olises that one finds here and there, 
everywhere. This is all good, for it is 
well that a nation be knit together in 
the spirit of mutual understanding 
Mini in a reciprocity of advantages. 

But there are better arguments for I ♦ 
good roads than those which apply ?| 
merely to the pleasure car. We arc ?j 
told, on the authority of the govern- | 
ment, that farmers lose $300,000,00(1 
yearly in marketing their crops, he- 
cause of had roads. That is too much 
to waste. We should contemplate this 
figure in connection with the high cost 
of living. 

There is no more serious problem 
before us today than the matter of 
reducing the cost of getting the pro- 
ducts of the farm to the tuble of the 
consumer. One step, at least, in the 
solution is plalin — better roads. 

As un instrument of economy the 
motor truck has not yet come into 
its own. Efficient servant as it is in 
certain restricted realms, it now 
■Wftits the further development tf in- 
terurban and country highways to 
icacli tin* measure of its full. attain- 
ment. It has power and speed that 
put it outside the class of the hef I 
drawn vehicle, and a nimbleness aud 
flexibility which gives it a certain 
advantage over the railways. It ia my 
expectation to see it assume more 
and more the function of the short- 
haul" as its own peculiar province: 
in part, relieving the railways of those 
duties which they are least able to 
perform; and in part, expanding the 
field of our national transportation 
system. 

I say, therefore, all speed to the 
good roud movement! It will cheapen 
our methods of distribution and help 
to bring the people of our country 
■•loser to euch other. I commend its 
common sense und practical wisdom. 
It may be lc-s spectacular than some 
of our other national issues, but it 
strikes deep into the roots of funda- 
mental progress.

WATCHFUL OF THE FARMERS' INTEREST 
Congressman W. J. Fields, ever watchful of the interest of his con- 
stituents, has. token notice of the uncalled for drop in tobacco during the 
last sales of said crop and in a resolution requests the Federal Commis- 
sion to make certain inquiries into the cause of the low prices at the loose 
leaf tobacco Markets. This resolution has been referred to the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, and by order, has been printed. All 
tobacco growers and dealers, as well, are interested in this movement by^ 
Mr. Fields, and they should forward him any information they 
may have flint would nssist him in the passage of the resolution. This 
resolution i< timely and the Farmers' Unions being organized now, would 
do well to t.ike notii o of this resolution and have each union to confer by 
representative with Mr. Fields. The following is the resolution offered: 
Whereas the prices of tobacco in the loose-leaf markets 
of the country have depreciated since the harvesting of the 1919 
crop to figures below the cost of production, and such deprecia- 
tion in prices is not wurranted by overproduction of tobacco or a 
decrease in the prices of the manufactured product: Therefore 
be it 

Re-olved, That the Federal Trade Commission is hereby re- 
quested to inquire into the cause of the depreciation in the prices 
of loose leaf and other unmanufactured tobaccos during the 
years 1919 to 1920, and especially during the lost six months, to 
ascertain the cause or necessity for and the reasonableness of 
such depreciation; to ascertain the difference between the depre- 
ciation in the prices of loose leaf or unmanufactured tobacco on 
the hand and the depreciation in the prices of the manufactured 
products on the other; and to report to the House of Represen- 
tatives at the earliest practicable date the result of the investi- 
gation, together with such recommendations as the commission 
may deem advisable and proper.

FOREIGN COMMERCE AMD 

DOMESTIC POLITICS 

Through the insistence of Demo- 
cratic members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, Republican lender^ of 
that branch of Congress have been 
compelled to restore an appropria- 
tion of $325,000 for the Foreign 
Trade Bureau, after hnving attempt- 
ed to cripple that agency by cutting 
in half the amount requested by the 
Department of Commerce. Inquiry 
shows that American exports during 
the first three months of the current 
year have rapidly declined in volume 
and value. Unless there is a govern- 
mental as well ji< a private effort to 
retain our foreign trade and extend 
it to new markets there is certain to 
be a further shrinkage of exports, ac- 
companied by disturbance of domestic 
conditions. 

England and France are dowry, 
but unmistakably renewing their for- 
mer industrial activity, and soon wtll 
be producing in their own factories 
many of the manufactures that they 
are now buying in the United States. 
Until the latest unheaval interrupted 
Germany's recovery she too was mak- 
ing progress toward industrial re- 
habilitation. With a decrease in Eu- 
ropean demand for products of 
American manufacture, the makers 
and exporters of this country will 
have to extend their markets in Latin 
America and the Orient. It is for this 
mercc requested Congress to finance 
'be Foreign Trade Bureau, so that 
j it might enlarge present outlets and 
find new opportunities for American 
exports. 

The Chamber of Commerce and va- 
rious commercial organizations saw 
the imperative necessity of some such 
stimulus. The Department of Com- 
merce appreciated the situation and 
made proper and seasonable provi- 
sion. Only Republican leadership in 
Congress was oblivious or indifferent 
to a great problem.

capital. 

Then he tells how, when the con- 
cern was at the height of usefulness 
capitalists from New York nnd Bos- 
ton began buying up the stock. They 
ran the price up far beyond what it 
ordinarily sold at, and Philadelphia 
began letting go huge blocks of stock. 
Now the control is in the hands of the 
-pec ulators, he says, and he points 
out to the readers of his pai>er how 
Lrrc.it their mistake was when they 
sold. 

He takes a look at most of the big 
industrial concents, and then places 
all of the blame on Philadelphia. 

•Who is to blamet" he asks. Then 
he answers: "Philadelphia alone." 

"What a singular thing it is that 
there is no leadership in creating and 
maintaining markets here! This ap- 
plies even when there is a splendid 
opportunity. For instance, strenu- 
ous efforts have been under way to 
make a market on our own exchange 
for Liberty Bonds and Victory Notes, 
of which many millions are Bold by 



Philadelphia institutions and brokers 
every month. The great bulk of them 
promptly go to New York. Even so 
good a chance as this has simply 
boen allowed to fall dead by Phila- 
delphia houses. Some of the banks 
are doing the best they can to help. 
Charlie Caldwell has been doing his 
best to have orders for bonds sold 
through the Corn Exchange Bank, 
placed in Philadelphia, and with suc- 
cess. So far I have not heard of any 
one who has joined him in this."

There are a number of factors that 
have caused the high price, „f | Rn d 
in Central Kentucky, I, as the 
groat natural fertility „f the soil, 
good roads, (food towns and good so- 
'•ial mikI educational advantage, hut 
the factor that is most generally 
credited with the largest influence is 
the high price of tobacco. It is not 
my purpose to try to estimate the 
influence of each of the various 
muses, but assuming that the High 
price of tobacco is the dominant one. 
I wish to point out some of the dan- 
gers that lie ahend for those pur- 
chasers of high-pneed lands who are 
staking their hopes on the high prices 
being paid for tobacco. 

It is a recognized fact that the hifrh 
tobacco prices are for tobacco of high 
quality and that the prices for low 
quality tobacco are not such as to 
make tobacco growing profitable on 
very high priced lnnd. It is also a 
well known fnct that the highest 
quality tobacco is grown upon well- 
drained virgin lnnd or upon well- 
drained old blue grass sod.

When tobacco is grown upon good 
tobacco lnnd for more than two years 
in succession, or when the attempt is 
made to grow it in a short rotation, 
say, once in three years, it is general- 
ly the case that there is either a de- 
cided reduction in yield or deteriora- 
tion in quality or both. For this rea- 
son there is a common impression 
that tobacco is "hard on land," that it 
makes a heavy draft upon the fertil- 
ity of the soil, or that it takes out 
of the soil some element peculiar to 
tobacco and which other crops do 
not require in such great quantities. 
Tobacco requires the same elements 
of plant food as any other crop, 
and it is not hard on land in the 
sense that it takes out of the soil 
abnormally large quantities of plant

When there is such a f reuxied state
